LONDON, Aug. 23. — Winter) 
soon will close much of Europe to 
military movements on a large 
scale and the northern coast of 
Africa is emerging from the stulti- 
fying effects of desert summer. A 
study of these autumnal! changes 
may give a clue to Germanys | 
moves in the near future. 

When considering the effect of 
weather on military operations, | 
one must ever bear in mind that 
distances have shrunk in terms of 
time owing to the speed of modern | 
mechanized movements. For this 
reason, we are compelled to cast 
our eyes over a wider horizon 
when speculating on alternative 
military plans. 

But quicker movement over the 
ground has not proportionately | 
eased the difficulties of supply 
and in my view, if the Germans 
fail to reach Moscow this year the’ 
main cause of their failure to do 
so will have been the miscalcula- | 
tions by the German staff as to 
the effect on their supply prob- 
lems of the Russian policy of de- 
struction in retreat. 

Nothing on Wayside 

As a result of this destruction 
policy everything required by the 
German army has had to be} 
brought up from Poland or from 
Germany. As a single example, | 
each of Germany’s 200 or more di- | 
visions requires seven tons of food 
per day and each panzer division | 
requires two tons of petrol to, 
move one mile. And none of this 
food or petrol is to be found on) 
the wayside, as was the case in| 
France in May and June of 1940. 

It has all to be brought forward | 
by road for several hundred miles 
in the face of opposition from hos- 
tile aircraft and saboteurs. Think 
how these difficulties will be in-'| 
creased when the roads become 
ice-bound or blocked with snow. 

If we assume that even though 
the new thrust to Leningrad suc- 
ceeds there can be no military de- 
cision in the northern portion of 
the Russian front this year, Hit- 
ler must plan how to use his forces 
elsewhere in the coming’ months. 

Iran Objective Seen 

I suggest two likely alterna- 
tives: First, an intensive effort to 
secure complete control up to the 
Dnieper—and even beyond—before 
the weather breaks, with a view

Doctors Declare Epi- 
demic on ‘Progressive 
Decline.’ 


Five new cases of infantile pa- 
raivsis had been reported to the 
State Health Department at noon 
yesterday, bringing Georgia's to- 
tal since June 1 to 495, and health 
officials declared the epidemic is 
now on a “progressive decline.” 

“We don’t expect the number'! 
of cases to stop overnight. How-| 
ever, judging by experience in| 
other such epidemics we can now 
expect a gradual reduction in the 
number of new cases,” Dr. J. F.. 
Hackney, assistant city health of-| 
ficer, said. | 

One of the new cases was from | 
Atlanta, it was reported. Two of | 
the new reports came from Chat- | 
tooga county, and one each from 
Heard and Forsyth counties. | 

Local totals are: Atlanta 92 
cases; Fulton county 47 cases; 
DeKalb county 35 cases, seven of 
which have been in Decatur. 

Dr. Hackney said it was known 
that many of those stricken with 
the disease early in the epidemic! 
are now almost completely well, | 
but said no estimate could be 
made of the number cured. 

Fulton county, where the dis- 
ease has struck persons ranging 
in age from six months to 52 
years, has reported no new cases 
since Monday. 

Most of the county’s victims 
have been from one to eight years 
of age, however. The 52-year-old 
patient was a white man. One 
Negro, 23 years old, died from) 
the disease.

From 
them some of the busiest, most re- 
sponsible men in the Air Corps 
constantly scan the skies with bi- 
noculars. From them come the 
voices which daily direct the 
thousands of take-offs and land- 
ings of the aviation cadets and 
guide them into safe haven. 

They are the control towers, the 
standard sentinels at all Army air 

fields. They are both the traffic

Just a few years ago it brought 
a laugh to mention a time when 
there would be so many airplanes 
they would have to observe tral- 
fic regulations.

Russell, a Macon (Ga.) attorney 
in civilian life, is the man who has 
piloted the Thirtieth Division at 
Fort Jackson through nearly a 
year of training until now it 1s 


one of the most completely trained | 


and equipped divisions in the 
United States Army. 

Numerous reports have been is- 
sued from Thirtieth Division head- 
quarters about soldiers who have 
gained weight and whose health 
has improved under the rigorous 
grind of Army training. 

Looking tanned and fit, the man

the luxurious private railroad car formerly used by 
Charles Schwab. 

Dempsey’s contract is good for a minimum of 14 
weeks. 

So-0-0, simple mathematics reveal that his stay with 
the circus is profitable as well as pleasant. He'll receive 
a net $42,000. 

Pictures showing Dempsey selling tickets are 
misleading. Dempsey doesn’t do anything like that.

The 1941 regulations for 
ing migratory game birds. reieased 
Thursday by Secretary of the In- 
terior Ickes, should be a warning 
to Georgia dove hunters. 

Under the new rules, fi:e Geor- 
gia dove season, which !s the same 
as that in 2!! other southern states 
is cut almost in half. From 72 
days of legal snooting last vear the 
season has been slashed to 42 
days, beginning at sunrise Decem- 
ber 1 and closing at sunset Jan- 
uary ll. 

For years, Georgia hunters have 
taken doves from early September 
into February. Thev have shv«t 
the speeding gray ghosts by the 
hundreds. They have almost shot 
themselves out of the sport. That 
is why the Department of Interior 
and United States Fish and Wild- 


life Service have ordered the dras- | 


tic reduction. 

Georgia is the dove center of the 
world in’ January and February. 
The greatest concentration of these 
birds is in the southern part of the 
state in late winter. And here is 
where the world’s largest and 
most destructive shoots occur. It 
is this overshooting, principally in 
(;eorgia, that is rapidly writing 
the name of the mourning dove on 
the song bird list and when this 
finally is done, the hunters will be 
doing the mourning 

SHOULD BE PUNISHED 

That 1< why shooting 
nestling doves in Fayette and Ma- 
rion. and Emanuel counties. as 
well as others, at the present time. 
should be severely punished. And 
likewise why persons knowing 
about these pre-season kills 
should report them to wildlife 
rangers or wildlife service war- 
dens. 

Thus Georgia’s infamous split 
season on one of its favorite, out 
rapidly vanishing game birds, has 
gone by the boards. The new reg- 
ulations, although harsh, should be 
beneficial in the long run, and 
true. conservationists will greet 
them with applause and willing- 
ness to observe them.

Although distemper itself kills 


'comparatively few dogs, it is re- 


sponsible for more deaths than 


all other canine disease combined. 
The disease has been known since 
the middle of the 18th century 
and since then has probably killed 
35 per cent of all dogs born, di- 
rectly or indirectly. 

While the direct 
Known, it has been definitely 
proved that the disease has its 
Own particular virus or germ 
which can be separated and iden- 
tified by filtering. All the immu- 
nization inoculations are based 
on this theory and some of them 
have proven unsuccessful 

The after-effects of distemper 
are what is most feared by the 
experienced. It is possible, with 
the best of nursing and medical 
care, to pull about 50 per cent of 
the infected dogs through the dis- 
ease, but the complications which 
nearly always set in, if not fatal, 
leave the dog partially paralyzed, 
highly nervous, or with the shakes 
or St. Vitus dance, as chorea is 
commonly known. 

Nearly all dogs have distemper, 
usually before they are a year 
old. Some will have such a light 
case that it is not recognized: oth- 
ers show varied symptoms. Some- 
times it affects the digestive tract: 
sometimes the nervous system, 
and often the pulmonary organs. 
Because of its varied forms it 
not always easily recognized even 
by the competent veterinarian. 
The layman dog owner should 
never attempt to diagnose or treat 
distemper without the aid of a vet 

Always distem- 
per is from one 
dog when a dog 
show: symptoms of the dis- 
ease he should be isolated at once 
and kept from places that- other 
dogs might frequent. It cannot 
be transmitted to humans or, it 
seems, other animals. 

Presenting as it does so many

piclous: Watery eyes or pus in the 
eyes, running nose, loss of appe- 
tite, listlessness, fever or small 
pustles on the abdomen.

Press Chairman Urges 


Visit to Tallulah School

Often an added visit after a 
pleasant vacation is an anti-cli- 
max—a sort of superfluity—like a 
course too many at a feast—but 
the past weekend spent at Tallu- 
lah Falls school was a treat pro- 
longed. I caught the real spirit 
of the school and I wish I ‘could 
convey the inspiration to my read- 


ers. 

Really, the only way to fully 
appreciate Tallulah school is to 
visit it, and the more frequently 
you go the better you love it. Our 
all-year-’round resident trustee 
and managing director of activi- 
ties, Mrs. ©. 1. Fitepatrick, is a 
wonderful person. She is ever the 
cordial hostess and the inexhaustl- 
ble source of information which is 
so necessary to those who wish to 
become imbued with her earnest- 
ness and enthusiasm. 

Georgia clubwomen 
awakened to the value of their 
investment in Tallulah _ Falls 
school. The setting of the build- 
ings has been eloquently described, 
from the artistic Gilbert en- 
trance, over the winding scenic 
road to the picturesque grounds— 
but that is not the spirit of the 
school. I could elaborate on the 
work done by the summer family, 
which numbers about 30. and on 
the added attraction of the dormi- 
tories, due to the munificent gift 
of beds, chairs, chifforobes, etc.., 
from the Atlanta Henry Grady 
hotel, but this is not the spirit of 
the schol. 

It was at the impressive 
day vesper service, arranged and 
given by the children, that I 
caught the real spirit of Tallulah. 
The theme was “Things Worth- 
while,” and the key verse of the 
Scripture lesson was the familiar, 
‘“Whatsoever thine hands find to 
do, do it with all thy might.” As 
I listened to these girls and boys 
whose characters are being built 
upon such a firm foundation, I 
found the answer to a question 
many have asked me and one I 
have asked myself: “What can I. 
as a clubwoman, do for national 
defense?” We can support with 
all our might our own _ school 
where United States citizens are 
being trained—don't you see?

It is the “Acres of Bi ieee 
which we have within our reach— 
not something far off and vague. 
Yes. I know you have been told 
about the school at Tallulah since 
it opened its doors in 1909, but are 
you sure you know of the good 
accomplis hed there and how the 
work is carried. on? Have you 
visited the school and got ac- 
quainted with teachers and pu- 
pils? Until you do go there you 
may not get the inspiration needed 
to make you feel that by helping 
mold the characters of those 
young folks you are making a 
definite contribution to women’s 
participation in the national de- 
fense project. 

I realize this is not the spectac- 
ular. unusual thing which has its 
current appeal, but think of Tal- 
lulah’s lasting contribution to the 
defense of this nation created by 
each good citizen, and get a thrill 
from the knowledge that we know 
of 22 Wallulah boys now in the 
service of their country who 
learned to love it at our school. 
We would not minimize the im- 
portance of the many projects for 
women being undertaken, but 
there is so much that must be 
done by each group. 

Another fact that came home to 
me as I tried to interpret the na- 
tional defense effort in a specific 
way in which it affects our fed- 
eration. our state, our nation, was 
that our school at Tallulah has a 
war to win on the home front. 
Drawn up in preparation for the 
struggle are the forces battling for 
the Passie Fenton Ottley endow- 
ment of $100,000. This must be a 
fight to the finish and needs the 
sacrificial consecration of every 
club toward its victory. There's 
your part in national defense. 
Make your school bomb-proof— 
safe from attacks of apathy and 
neglect which have proved the 
downfall and stagnation of insti- 
tutions and governments all over 
the world. 

With no deviating, buckle to the 
determination to win a decisive 
success. Beware of sabotage: win 
the “V” for Victory and “U” for 
Understanding, by greater and 
more definite action in behalf of 
our own medium for advancing 
American citizenship.

Roosevelt and Winston Churchill, representa- 
tives of the only two powers left where the 
individual and the dignity and rights of the 
individual mean anything, seem a goal worth 
mankind’s seeking? 

Does the fact that many of the young men 
in our selective Army are confused and low in 
spirit because selfish politicians seized on them 
to exploit a political position, seem to be our 


responsibility, as it 1s? 

They have learned from us what America 
“means. If, to some of them it means little or 
nothing save a place where they were com- 
fortable and now are not, then it is true 
there are some of us for whom America has 
no other meaning. 

In the long reaches of the night, awake 
and sleepless, are there those who think about 
the men who boldly signed the Declaration of 
Independence, pledging thereto their sacred 
honor and their lives. It was not an empty 
gesture. There was a price on their heads. 

Today we have 202 men in the House of 
Representatives of the United States who vote 
against the ‘best interests of their country’s 
defense solely because of political opportunism 
and because of fear their supporting vote might 
mean political defeat, not actual loss of their 
fearful heads. 

To some the meaning of America is lost. 
To many, many more it is being reborn. 

There are those today who are saying that 
in yéars gone by they did not understand the 
stories about people from oppressed lands 
coming to this country, staring with radiant 
‘and hopeful faces at the Statue of Liberty and 
at our shoreline. Today there are some that 
understand. | 

Today there are some who are realizing, 
with some surprise, that the Nathan Hale who 
said he regretted he had but one life to give 
for his country, and who went forth to give 
the one he had, was not an actor in a play, 
but a real, living man; that he suffered real 
pain, choked back real tears, but went on un- 
hesitatingly and, without doubt, to die for his 
country. 

There are more and more who are awaken- 
ing to the fact that integrity, individually 
or nationally, is important. We have permitted 
many shrewd and self-serving politicians too 
cften to make us willing to make short cuts, 
too often to overlook the right thing to do. 
It has hurt us. It has weakened our national 
and individual moral fabric. 

We hear it said that the ruthless efficiency 
of Hitler's Germany would destroy our society 
and substitute a mass state society in which 
the individual is counted nothing at all and 
the state, and those who run it, are counted 
everything. It does not appear to be plain to 
all just what that means. 

Society means those many, many associa- 
tions in which the man or woman finds some 
expression. They may be religious, cultural, 
intellectual, fraternal, literary, artistic, social. 
It is all these groups which make up what 
we call “society.” 

It is those groups which first were wiped 
out in Russia, then Italy, and finally, in the 
most efficient abolishment of all, in Germany. 

The masses of people in these countries are 
forbidden any and all expression save that of 
obeying the state, of standing with upraised 
hand saluting the leader. All all

But before cattle rustling gets 
established in Fulton Georgia, 
stamp it out. It’s too petty here.

Still More Ships

Drainage. 

The most important single cul- 
tural direction in the case of lilies 
is drainage. The best method to 
pursue is to dig out the bed to a 
depth of three feet, place in the 
bottom of this hole at least six 
inches of stones and clinkers that 
are at least as large as your fist. 
On top this drainage place the 
topsoil that was taken from the 
hole and fill the hole back with 
good rich garden soil. 

If you are lucky enough to have 
some stable manure that is at 
least three or, better, four years 
old, incorporate that into the top- 
soil that is being placed on top 
of the drainage. Be sure that no 
manure can touch the bulbs be- 
ing planted. Be sure that the 
topsoil used is not too heavy; if 
it seems fairly heavy, add some 
sand; lilies must have good drain- 
age. This is most important. 

Try a few blue cynoglossum 
around the base of your Madonna 
lilies. You'll be surprised how

U. S., Says NAREB's 
Recent Survey. 


Retail chains in the United 
States have increased in the two- 
year period just closed by almost 


3,000, approximately one-third of 
' their 1939 total, and now number 
| 12,783, the highest point on rec- 
ord, according to the 1941 Chain 
Store Directory published by the 
brokers’ division of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards. 
Just off the press, the directory, 
published every two years, lists 
every known retail chain in the 
United States having three or 
more outlets, gives the address of 
the main office and classifies the 


'chain as to type of merchandise 


service sold. 

Total number of chain- 
outlets, reported for 1941 as 362,- 
259, also shows an increase, of not 
quite seven per cent, over the 1939 
total of 340,048.

This year grocery and meat chains, 
pioneers in this method of distri- 
bution, lead for the first time since 
1936 as to number of companies 
operating, showing 2,015 chains. 
Filling stations are next with 1,805 
chains. In both 1937 and 1939 fill- 
ing-station chains, which In- 
creased steadily all through the 
depression years, topped the list 
in number of companies operating. 
The filling-station chains still bulk 
biggest in retail outlets, controlling 
199,678, while the grocery inter- 
ests are next with 59,144. 

Of the 41 types of chains listed 
in the 1941 directory, 33 classifi- 
cations show an increase over 
1939, only eight groups have de- 
creased. Biggest increase shows 
up in the auto accessory chains, 
with 258, operating 4,580 outlets, 
in 1941 as against 142, operating 
2,021 outlets, in 1939. 

Another notable increase has 
been in the five-and-ten-cent and 
variety store field. Operative 
chains now number 438, witb 9,173 
retail stores; in 1939 there were 
274 chains and 7,193 retail stores. 

Biggest chain decrease has been 
in the beauty-shop field, with a 
drop this year to 58 chains, op- 
erating 312 outlets. 

' Number of theater chains has 
decreased from the 1939 total of 
436 to 389. Outlets in the field, 
however, have increased.

Among the 188 churches con- 
tributing $2.500 or more there are 
five Georgia churches, four of 
which are here in Atlanta. The 
Druid Hills church, with a mem- 
bership of 2,897, ranks 15th in the 
list of 188, and paid $5,880 for 


world service. St. Mark church;! 


with a membership of 2.776, ranks 
20th, and paid for world service 
$5,500. First church, numbering 
1,270 members, ranks 27th, and 
paid $3,000, while Grace church, 
with a membership of 2,028, ranks 
33rd in the list of 188; and paid 
$3,000. The Savannah Wesley 
Monumental church, with a mem- 
bership of 1,861, ranks 185th in 
the 188, and paid $2,551 for world 
service.

that once. not so many years ago, this was a homey residence 
street with smooth, green lawns and shady trees. 

At the head of the street stood the old First Presbyterian 
church, to which most of the residents of the street belonged, 
and whose pastor, Dr. F. H. Barnett, was beloved by all the city.

On the northeast corner of Walton and Cone was the W. A. 
Moore home—a comfortably spreading house atop a sloping hill. 
During ‘he war it had been the headquarters of a Yankee general, 
and in the porch remained a hole caused by a cannon ball. Here 
grew up Mr. Wilmer Moore, Mr. John Moore and their sisters, Mrs. 
W W. Draper and Mrs. Hugh McKee. Their mother was a tiny 
woman, brisk and energetic, whose straight back was never seen 
to touch the back of her pew. She had charge of the preparations 
for communion-service in the old church, and brought the shining 
goblets and urns and the dazzling white linen in a large market 
basket, carefully borne by her Negro servant. 

Adjoining her home was that of her daughter, Mrs. Draper, and 
her husband and children: Will, Mary, Robert, Bessie, Jesse and 
Wallace.

Its Struggle To Keep 


The GIRLS 


at HOME

[x THE WINTERS of Georgia’s 
north country the nights are 
long and the people are idle 
Farming keeps them busy dur- 
ing the season, but in these en- 
forced leisure hours ‘he people 
want something to do. 

How the National Youth Ad- 
ministration set about to pro- 
vide this something for the 
strong, stern people of Tov.ns 
county is the story of religious 
sentiment and a _ co-operative 
spirit. 

Hiawassee in Indian means 
“Beautiful Lady.’ Hiawassee in 
Georgia is the county seat of 
Towns county, has a population 
of 500. The tail of the Blue 
Ridge mountains encircle it and 
just to the southeast is the 
highest point in Georgia, Brass- 
town Bald, 4,769 feet above sea 
level. 

Hiawassee is secluded, rough, 
untarnished. It is 35 miles from 
the nearest movia, 30 miles from 
the nearest railway station. The 
town has no recreational facili- 
ties, no gymnasium. The WPA 
maintains the only public l- 
brary. 

The red clay hills of north 
Georgia don’t make for good 
farm land. The people prac- 
tice subsistence farming—beans, 
corn, potatoes, backed up against 
the side of a mountain. Towns 
county supports not a_ single 
mill, not a single factory. Eco- 
nomically speaking, it is one of 
the poorest in the state. The 
annual per capita income 1s 
about $42. 


THEIR BLOOD PURE 
AFTER 100 YEARS 


But the people of Towns 
county are as. strong as the 
mountains they live on—and as 
untarnished. Here among these 
people is the purest Anglo- 
Saxon blood in the country. A 
hundred or so years ago they 
came down from Virginia 
through North Carolina. Today 
they are undisturbed. The pop- 
ulation is still 100 per cent An- 
glo-Saxon. 

Clean? The county physician 
reports not one case of venereal 
disease. Only 12 had hookworm 
at the last test and the doctor 
is rapidly clearing that up. 

But lately the people of Towns 
county have begun to worry. 
Proud as’ they are that most of 
the boys and girls go out of the 
county and prosper in other 
communities, they would like it 
better if the young people—par- 
ticularly the girls—stayed home 
to contribute to the welfare of 
their own community. 

“We can show ou how to 
keep your girls in the county,” 
suggested the NYA. ‘We'll es- 
tablish a craft project here and 
give your girls jobs. Maybe, if 
the project prospers a new co- 
operative craft industry will de- 
velop here. And that will give 
you people something profitable 
to do after the crops are in.”

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on Sundays. But by 1940 Hia- 
wassee had a new school and a 
new church, and the old build- 
ing was abandoned. 

The people didn’t like the idea 
of leaving idle a building that 
had been so close to-their faith. 
So they jumped at the chance to 
use it as an NYA project. 

When Miss Lois Purcell came 
to open the project last year, 
window panes were out, termites 
had eaten away the floor in 
places, and the dirt was enough 
to discourage the most ambitious 
housekeeper. But here were 25 
girls waiting for her to make the 
first move: 

She moved. The first week 
the 25 girls got their work ex- 
perience in housecleaning. 

That was in June. By fall the 
girls had fashioned hook rugs, 
draperies, table mats, baskets. 
Entered in the Cherokee county 
fair at Murphy, N..C., they won 
four first prizes, three second 
places. The five pieces they 
entered at the Gainesville, Ga., 
fair won three first places. 

The Towns county people took 
a new interest after that. Coun- 
ty School Superintendent Ray 
Nicholson and County Physician 
J. D. Rice were-the sparkplugs. 
Financially deficient though it 
was, the county began contribut- 
ing $10 a month to the project. 
Subsequent raises followed. To- 
day the county is contributing 
$40 monthly in cash, paying the 
bills for water and electricity, 
and supplying the building and 
the two-acre garden rent free. 
The county board of education, 
official sponsor, lunches with the 
girls at its regular meeting on 
the first Tuesday of every 
month. 

Electric lights are now being 
installed, kitchen linoleum is be- 
ing inlaid, and two rooms have 
new flooring. Miss Purcell next 
wants some paint for the walls. 

But if the Towns people are 
interested in having their girls 
work at crafts, so are the girls 
interested in working. Only one 
of the 60 now employed comes 
from Hiawassee proper. The 
others come in from the rural 
communities such as Gumlog, 
Upper Hightower, Presley, Titus, 
Young Harris, Bell Creek, Upper 
Bell Creek, Hog Creek, Sunny- 
side, Macedonia, Friendship, 
Wood’s Grove, Brass Town and 
Fodders Creek.

In the long and honored his- 
tory of games belonging to the 
whist family, there has prob- 
ably never been a player who 
went through even one session 
without making a mistake. Con- 
tract bridge, the latest addition 
to the family, created an entire- 
ly new crop of experts, but it 
is a’ lamentable fact that a 
bridge expert is no superman; 
indeed, his claim to the title 
rests solely on the comparative 
excellence of his play over that 
of -more fallible folk. 


It is a tribute, I think, to the 
greatness of the game itself that 
there is no such thing as a per- 
fect or errorless player. Yet, it 
is giving the expert something 
less than his due if we imply 
that he can fall into the same 
snares that beset the average 
player. The fact is. that at 
bridge, perhaps more than at 
any other game, there must be 
the widest classification of er- 
rors, ranging from tiny and 
highly abstruse: flaws in judg- 
ment to the horrendous “bulls” 
produced by the dub. Some 
problems are so “close” that it 
cannot be truly said there is a 
right and wrong solution; others 
are so clear cut that failure to 
solve them points to an utter 
lack of reasoning ability. In this 
latter class belongs the error 
made by the East player in the 
following hand:

How- 
ever, -to his ternal discredit, East 
finally decided that the safest 
thing he could do was to lay 
down the club king. Curtain! 
Declarer gleefully ruffed, drew 
trumps in three leads, then laid 
down his five’ spade _ tricks. 
Dummy’'s diamonds were neatly 
ditched, and a diamond ruff 
accounted for the _ § fulfilling 
trick. 

East's failure to lay down the 
diamond ace at the second trick 
had been a monumental error. 
Completely aside from the fact 
that South’s six heart bid 
would have been considerably 
less sound with two singletons 
than with a doubleton diamond, 
East had been given a crystal- 
clear signal on the opening lead. 
West had led the diamond ten 
and dummy had put down the 
diamond nine. Almost any play- 
er will lead the ten spot as a 
singleton or from a doubleton, 
but no player past his bridge 
infancy leads the ten from a 
holding of 10-x-x. Hence, West 
had announced in strident terms 
that he did not have more than 
two diamonds, and by this 
token East should have known 
that declarer was false carding. 
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ouths First CHILDREN’S NATURE MUSEUM 
ls Established Near Heart of Atlanta

UST a half hour’s ride from 

E the heart of congested down- 

town Atlanta there are 70 
acres of uncut woodland where 
any child in the city who de- 
sires can study birds and trees 
in their natural environment. 
under intelligent guidance. 

Just inside these spacious 
grounds, at 849 Clifton road, in 
Druid Hills, the old home of 
Colonel Z. D. Harrison, a fa- 
mous old ballroom has been con- 
verted into a children’s nature 
museum, the first of its kind in 
the south. 

The children who have spent 
this summer studying at this 
museum find it a fascinating 
starting point for the awaken- 
ing of their congenital love of 
nature, but their keenest delight 
is in the woods outdoors, where 
teachers and pupils gather for 
their classes. 

For more than 60 years the 
forest had escaped» encroach- 
ment because it belonged to 
Colonel Z. D. Harrison, who 
kept a zealous watch and ward 
over its trees, but when Colonel 
Harrison was gone, the forest 
was about to be sold. A devel- 
opment project was to replace 
the woodland. 

A small group of people who 
knew the charm of the _ spot 
recognized the need for preserv- 
ing it. It was through their ef- 
forts that the trees were saved. 
HOW THE TRUSTEES 
MADE A REAL GIFT 

And then, having preserved 
the forest for its beauty, they 
were anxious that this beauty be 
enjoyed. They call themselves 
merely The Trustees of Fern- 
bank Forest. They wanted peo- 
ple to come to the forest and 
learn to know the trees and the 
birds and the wild flowers. They 
opened the forest to garden 
clubs and school groups. They 
took out an educational charter, 
and from the desire to find ever- 
widening educational uses for 
the forest grew the idea of the 
Children’s Nature Museum. 

A home for the museum was 
ready and waiting. It was the 
former home of Colonel Z. D, 
Harrison. Substantially built, 
with spacious rooms and ample 
verandas, the house lent itself 
admirably to museum purposes. 
The third floor, one big room 
that in the past had been both 
playroom and ballroom, was 
converted into a place for the 
showing of children’s cherished 
collections and other such nat- 
ural science exhibits as might 
be acquired from time to time. 
But from the first it was clearly 
understood that this Children’s 
Natural Museum was not a 
place for housing musty exhib- 
its, but a place for - fostering 
children’s varied nature inter- 
ests and activities. 

It was on the last Saturday of 
March that the Children’s Na- 
ture Museum, sponsored by the 
school systems of Fulton and 
DeKalb counties, was formally 
opened. Immediately the chil- 
dren began to come. They came 
from schools as far apart as E. 
Rivers.on the north to Capitol 
View on he south, from Lena H. 
Cox on the west to Clairmont 
on the east. In April and May 
more than 1,000 children visit- 
ed the museum. 


THE MOTHERS JOIN 
THE CHILDREN’S STUDY 


In June the museum inaugu- 
rated its Nature Study School. 
It was for the children, of 
course, that it was all planned, 
but mothers, who came to bring 
their children, were so interest- 
ed tm what they saw and heard 
that they asked to be allowed to 
enroll in this new kind of 
school. So it was that about 50 
youngsters and a dozen mothers 
found themselves working hap- 
pily together. Together they 
followed the wood trails and to- 
gether they experimented with 
clay modeling, leaf painting and 
outdoor photography. 

So delighted were they with 
the study that now, when the 
six-week program has come to 
an end, they clamor to keep on. 
So a continuing program has 
been arranged. Every Tuesday 
and Friday the bird enthusiasts 
meet at 7:30 oclock in the 
morning. And every Tuesday at 
9:30 a. m. the camera fans meet.

P It’s the woman’s as well as the man’s. And even though

still a large portion of them are volunteering their time and abilities. 
They’re amateurs, true. Many of them venture into realms here- 
tofore unknown to them. But this entire nation, everything it 
stands for, every development which has taken place since Colum- 
bus first set foot on the continent, has been the work of amateurs. 
Professionals belong on the other side. oe) 
And so a group of less than a dozen women saw Americas 
need for learning photography—women in government and war 
pictorialization. They’re amateurs—all of them. Some never have 
held even a box camera in their hands. Yet they’re willing. They re 
ready to help America, so they’ve plunged in and the photographic 
course is well onto its midway mark.

Perhaps the most gratifying 
part of the program to parents 
was the fact that the school 
lunchrooms continued to operate 
on exactly the same basis that 
they had done during regular 
school. On hot days when cook- 
ing was such a chore at home, 
parents had the satisfaction of 
knowing that their children were 
being served hot, balanced 
lunches at school. 

Judging by the enthusiasm of 
parents and children, this new 
departure in education was a 
great success. Particularly grate- 
ful were working mothers and 
other parents who are forced or- 
dinarily to leave their children 
to themselves a large part of the 
time. These and many others 
have voiced the hope that the 
vacation schools can be repeated 
in the summers to come.

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Broadway Keeps Quiet on Future, 
But Hints Surprise for Gold Coast 
In Entertainment This Fall

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—With 
Labor Day only a week away 
as the traditional and formal 
opening of the new theatrical 
season this is the time-honored 
moment for: forecasts, that hap- 
py armistice in which producers, 
authors, actors, critics and cash 
customers all look forward 
with friendly anticipation. 

In reality it is a little pre- 
mature, for Broadway is late 
nowadays getting started. The 
summer circuit folks have to 
get bleached out and the country 
Jakes have to get back into their 
store clothes. A good many citi- 
zens have yet to wonder with 
their perennially pained aston- 
ishment, how moths and the 
apartment painters can be that 
Way. 

Now is the open season for 
prophets, and you may hear that 
it is going to be the best winter 
the theater has had since the de- 
pression, because of the war, 
-and-.on the other hand you may 
hear that it is going to be the 
worst for the very same reason. 

Doom Shouters. 

The venerated clan of gloomy 
Gusses' and doom shouters will 
have it understood that no one 
will be able to go to the theater 
because they will be worrying 
over the taxes, and their blithe, 
ever-optimistic Opponents will 
explain smilingly and patiently 
that the badgered taxpayer will 
rush to the playhouses to forget 
his woes. You may pay your 
money and take your choice. 
Broadway doesn’t care as long 
as you pay your money. 

Certain it is that there is 
more activity and in important 
quarters than last year, or the 
year before, when the season 
got off to a jangled start in the 
midst of strike threats which 
delayed everything for nearly 
51X weeks. 

Miss Hayes is rehearsing, the 
Theater Guild is up to its mime- 
Ograph in all sorts of plans for 
revivals and touring companies, 
the Playwrights Company is 
present and accounted for, Gil- 
bert Miller is getting ready to 
launch what will probably be 
the season’s first ermine-lined 
first night, Mr. Abbott, Mr. 
Wiman, Mr. Freedley, and the 
Messrs. Shubert are all brood- 
ing in their ateliers wondering 
what will make the public hap- 
py and themselves prosperous. 
The try-out theaters are being 
Steadily booked, and the Man- 
agers’ Association is busy regis- 
tering opening dates as if we 
hadn't enough room in calendar 
to take care of everyone. You’d 
almost think we won't have an 
idie evening before next May, 
God forbid. 

Producers Quiet. 

Since I have waded, summer 
after summer, through bales of 
announcements that never ma- 
terialize, I am something of a 
skeptte in such matters. for the 
easiest and cheapest activity in 
the theater is announcing a new 
production. All you need is 
some fairly legible carbon paper 
and a few postage stamps. There 
have been many summers when 
it seemed that the Broadway 
play-makers were simply trying 
to see who could announce the 
most. 

Hence my personal optimism 
is based on the very fact that 
the producers haven’t been 
talking so much. This is admit- 
tedly a risky way to judge the 
situation, for some of the boys 
may have given up in disgust 
and quit altogether. That would 
make just as much silence, if 
not more. 

Yet there are numerous signs 
that the theater is ready for 
something better than the boom- 
time sprouting of the Volstead 
Rennaissance. The fact.that the 
radio has gone in heavily for 
drama in recent years has un- 
doubtedly called the public's 
wayward attention to the fact 
that there is something pro- 
duced in theaters besides movies 
and bingo. I gather that the 
movie makers haven't been very 
much surer what to do in the 
present emergency than the oth- 
er entertainers, and it is a veri- 
fiable fact that a new thirst for 
spoken drama, in person, has 
developed across the country. 
The fact that the theater, with 
the press, is virtually the only 
uncensored and unchaperoned 
medium of expression in the 
.country makes it something 
more than a fascinating antique 
to be cherished by a few dil- 
ettantes on Manhattan. It is 
alive, and it may be vital. Who 
knows, it may even have some- 
thing to say. 

Brains Back to Stage. 

Its brains have been picked 
for years by more prosperous 
and more popular arts. Its tal- 
ent has been snatched away 
from it at the drop of a curtain, 
Or a contract. Its actors and di- 
rectors and authors have been 
lured away to the gold coast. 
or to the gilt-edged kilocycles, 
and yet somehow it has man- 
aged to go on. It has gone on 
in the face of cheaper compe- 
tition, and even free competi- 
tion. If all the theaters on 
Broadway were packed every 
night you’d have only an in- 
finitesimal cross section of the 
public, but anyone with a Gal- 
lup poll to his name would con- 
cede it to be an important cross 
section. For in spite of all the 
dreary drudgery of Broadway, 
the stamp still means some- 
thing. It is still headquarters. 

Since it is an old institution 
the theater tends to be tradi- 
tional, it tends to grow stodgy. 
Every now and then someone 
has to shake the daylights into 
it, to let in fresh air, to make it 
breathe the stuff that the audi- 
ence is breathing.

Anonymous, The Greystone 
Press, New York, 94 pp. $1.00. 


The words so familiar to ev- 
ery school child reecho down the 
staircase of th: centuries with 
an uncanny historical repetition, 
for all Gaul is still divided— 
and into three parts. They are 
the Realists who reason as fol- 
lows: Democracy has crumbled, 
what is past is past, England 
must be defeated or France will 
continue to pay for th- struggle. 
It will surprise the reader to 
know that so many of the 
French are furious with the U. 
S. for their aid to Britain. Next 
are the Sentimentalists, who 
hate with passion everything 
Germanic. They prefer the 
years of suffering to whole cen- 
turies of bondage. The last 
group are the stout-hearted men 
who, with de Gaulle, are still 
fighting for England. 

In this collection of anony- 
mous letters from occupied 
France, the strangling condi- 
tions which a gay-hearted, re- 
silient-minded people are suf- 
fering, are objectively described. 
Two million young Frenchmen 
are in prison camps so that 
business and agriculture are in 
suspension. °. he safe derosit 
boxes of bai ss have been rob- 
bed in a sneaking way by the 
Teutonic vandal, depriving 
French families of their life 
savings. Consequently many 
families have been hiding valu- 
ables in the ground; one in- 
genious man rolled his bills into 
tight cylinder-like pencils and 
pushed ther. into the tubular 
frame of his typewriter. 

The air is charged with the 
Blame-Britain, Trust-the-Good- 
German-S oldier propaganda. 
With the country hermetically 
sealed against all outside news, 
many of the disillusioned have 
succumbed to this thought con- 
ditioning. Families have become 
divided in their loyalties and 
hate each other. It is infuriat- 
ing to read that the vandal has 
said that if he is driven from 
French soil, he will pillage to 
the uttermost as he retires and 
will prepare for another inva- 
sion immediately. 

After reading these letters 
thoughtfully one will be per- 
suaded that the only group able 
to answer the burning needs of 
La Patrie i: the adolescent 
youth in the lycee. Universi- 
ties have been closed because 
they are hot-beds of national- 
ism, but the youth in the lycees 
are being educated, not so muca 
for personal improvement, as 
for the fulfillment of their ob- 
ligation to France and her fu- 
ture. There is no one so need- 
ed as the teachers who are in- 
jecting courage into the youth 
—a courage to believe that a 
defeat is of little importance in 
the light of history if determi- 
nation is born out of this de- 
feat. One brave teacher will 
remind lovers of French litera- 
ture of M. Hamel in Daudet’s 
famous short story “La Dern- 
iere Classe: “Il y a des millions 
de Francais en qui survivent les 
vertus ancestrales. Nous ne se- 
rions ‘pas vaincus que si nous 
faisons des ames de_ vaincus. 
mes enfants, i! reste la France.” 

It will be refreshing at a time 
when facts are the -most danger- 
ous contraband which can be 
discovered, to find that this an- 
onymous smuggler is cherishing 
at desperate odds that courage 
which is the true spirit of 
France.

THE MIRACLE FLOWER, by 
Moina Michael (the Poppy 
Lady). Dorrance & Com- 
pany, Philadelphia. 177pp. $2. 


In the wotunda of the state 
capitol among the statues of 
many great Georgia patriots and 
statesmen proudly stands the 
the marble bust of a 71-year-old 
Georgia school teacher whose 
sentiments, as expressed in the 
Flanders Fields Memorial Pop- 
py, has brought her the un- 
bounded acclaim and homage of 
a grateful world. She is Miss 
Moina Michael, of Athens, and 
the bust in the capitol is Geor- 
gia's way of proclaiming her 
one of the state’s most famous 
women. 

“The Miracle Flower” is her 
own story of how from an idea, 
which came to her previous to 
Armistice Day, November 11, 
1918, the artificial poppies which 
are pinned .on your coat lapel 
for whatever you wish to con- 
tribute for the veterans of the 
World War—for the boys who 
came back—to a _é $7,000,000 
yearly income for the thou- 
sands all over the world who 
are lying in hospitals, still un- 
able to do more than slowly 
make the small paper and wire 
flowers—unable, because they 
fought to make your democ- 
racy safe, perhaps in vain, and 
now have no other means of in- 
come. 

Caught in the whirlpool of 
terror which quickly covered 
Europe and shook the very 
foundations of the world itself 
in July, 1914, when a bomb was 
thrown into the carriage of an 
Austrian archduke, Moina Mi- 
chael experienced all the ad- 
venture and all the turmoil and 
fear which Americans, this year 
and last, encountered in Nazi- 
dominated Europe. Her trip 
through Germany and the sur- 
rounding countries previous to 
the outbreaking of hostilities in 
1914, and her unusual trip home’ 
among millionaires who slept on 
decks, rolled in a blanket, while 
she, a Georgia school ‘marm,” 
enjoyed the ecstasy of a state- 
room, thrilled the writer as 
possibly only a native Georgian 
could be thrilled upon reading 
“The Miracle Flower,” but the 
passage home through subma- 
rine-infested seas and the suc- 
ceeding return to work at Win- 
nie Davis Memorial Hall, Uni- 
versity of Georgia, Athens, Ga., 
is filled with dramatic interest 
as might be any short story in 
popular magazines of the day. 

Moreover, included in_ the 
book is the biography of Moina 
Michael, by Leonard Roan (At- 
Janta Post Mo. 1, American Le- 
gicn), which presents with un- 
flagging interest the story of the 
long fight Miss Michael made to 
have the poppy accepted as a 
memorial flower for those who 
died in the World War No. 1, 
after she was inspired by the 
immortal poem, “In Flanders 
Fields,” just as it was composed 
by Colonel John McCrae during 
the second Battle of Ypres, 
April, 1915. And which finally 
brought her the congratulations 
of both kings and presidents, 
and ended in their wholehearted 
acceptance of the poppy as the 
Inter-allied Memorial Flower.

The Abstract. 


PHILOSOPHY AND PRACTI- 
CAL IDEALISM, by A. David 
Natarius. Edited by Dr. Ray 
Hutterer, Harbinger House, 
New York. 425 pp., $3.50. 
This thought-stimulating work 

owes its origin to the scrutiniz- 
ing mind of the late Mr. Nata- 
rius and his life-long persistence 
in filling notebooks with 
thoughts covering almost every 
phase of philosophy and _ life. 
The tireless search for truth and 
the ultimate reasons for things, 
as evinced in this compilation 
of his notes, is indicative of his 
mental greatness. With this 
mind the reader strolls through 
the magnificent gardens of the 
abstract, discovers the doctrines 
of other philosophers, weighs 
and reasons, but in the end is 
left with a strange uncertainty 
that in some way must also 
have pervaded the soul of this 
thinker. 

The object: of philosophy is to 
understand nature and man’s 
place in it. The foundation for 
this study of nature and man 
was laid by philosophers 3,000 
years ago and was built upon 
by subsequent thinkers. But 
Natarius doubts the validity of 
practically all of their reason- 
ings on the grounds that their 
times may have influenced their 
thoughts too strongly, and may 
have biased them to the real 
truths. By his unwillingness 
to accept the teachings of old- 
er philosophers he makes him- 
self an anti-traditionalist. And 
by his method of doubting, he 
approaches Descartes as a uni- 
versal doubter. 

Mankind and society are in a 
state of permanent flux( and 
new ideas are constantly need- 
ed. But if, as implied in these 
notes, Old ideas should be 
thrown off and the present be 
concerned only with the new, 
the result would be as disas- 
trous as the tearing down of the 
lower stories of a tall building 
and hoping that the last would 
exist without support. 

Religion, morals, society, de- 
mocracy and numerous other 
subjects are treated here in or- 
der. The thoughts developed 
on these topics will broaden the 
reader’s mind, make him more 
inquisitive about things of 
greater value, and will have on 


‘New Book News

Erskine Caldwell, who re- 
cently was added to the con- 
tributors to The Constitution, 
prepared the text for the new 
picture book, “Say, Is This the 
U. S. A.?” (Duell, Sloan & 
Pearce). His wife, Margaret 
Bourke-White, well-known pho- 
tographer, made the 86 full- 
page pictures which illustrate 
the narrative. She also contrib- 
utes a concluding chapter de- 
voted to technical details of the 
pictures—types of lenses, kinds 
of cameras, etc. 


This latest Caldwell opus re- 
sgmbles in format such popular 
picture books as “Metropolis” 
and “The American Pr6ces- 
sion,” by Frederick Lewis and 
Agnes Rogers Allen, and “Em- 
pire: Georgia Today in Pictures 
and Paragraphs,” by Miss Emily 
Woodward. It is a large book— 
nine by 12 inches. The pho- 
tographs occupy right-hand 
pages and the running com- 
mentary and cutlines are on 
left-hand pages. Pictures and 
text together are intended to 
answer the question which 
serves as the title. 

“ ” - 

What, in the opinion of Mr. 
and Mrs. Caldwell, is the U. 
S. A.? What did they discover 
about the interests, hopes and 
ambitions of the ordinary man 
and woman as they were inter- 
viewed here and there from 
coast to coast? 

For one thing, they found 
that the average American ‘to- 
day realizes that the small 
world he once lived in has van- 
ished, and that now he has come 
to grips with a larger world. He 
is no longer absorbed, as he was 
in a recent era, In trying to keep 
up with the Joneses. He has 
grown away from a craving for 
two cars in his garage and is 
now more concerned about a 
permanent roof over his head, 
his children’s preparation for 
life and the future of America.” 

These roving reporters also 
discovered that most people are 
“engaged in performing com- 
monplace duties making 
bread, repairing automobiles, 
teaching school, crushing stone, 
repairing tracks, punching tick- 
ets, selling groceries, digging 
holes, running elevators, pump- 
ing gasoline and balancing ledg- 
ers.” There are some, however, 
who do odd and unusual things. 
Among these, the Caldwells 
found “grown men making toys, 
school children making flags, 
herpetologists mounting sea 
turtles, secret fraternal societies 
re-enacting Bible stories, girls’ 
athletic clubs practicing tum- 
bling and sheriffs locking up 
peeping-toms.” 

* * * 

Warm human, interest is the 
dominant note of this absorbing 
commentary upon our national 
mores. It is a friendly book. 
It is altogether different from 
most of the books and plays that 
are associated in the public 
mind with the name.of Erskine 
Caldwell. This is not another 
“Tobacco Road” or “Journey- 
man.” Reporting, not satire or 
criticism, is the technique of this 
book, and as such accuracy and 
truthfulness are the qualities 
which are stressed. 

This study is not without hu- 
mor. The filling station opera- 
tor with his card of printed pre- 
pared-in-advance answers to all 
questions is an example. This 
particular attendant must have 
been the victim of too many 
roving reporters or Gallup opin- 
ion samplers. When Mr. Cald- 
well asked him a casual ques- 
tion, he “with a_ business-like 
gesture” handed him a neatly 
printed card, which read in 
part: 

“T am 36 years old. I smoke 
a pack of cigarets a day... . 
I take an occasional drink of 
beer. I am a Baptist, an Elk 
and a Rotarian. ! live with my 
own wife, send my children to 
school and visit my _ in-laws 
once a year on Christmas Day. 
1 wear No. 9 1-2. shoes, No. 
15 1-2 collar and No. 7 1-4 hat. 

. I like rice, sweet potatoes 
and pork sausages. I vote for 
F. D. R., pull for Joe Louis and 
boo Diz Dean. I wouldn’t have 
anything against Hitler if he 
stayed in his own back yard. I 
don’t know any Japs, but I’ve 
made up my mind to argue with 
the next one I see about leaving 
the Chinese alone. I’m in favor 
of the AAA, the CCC, the JOU 
and the USA. If I have left 
anything out, it’s an oversight. 
My business is selling gasoline 
and oil. If you want your tank 
filled, just nod your head. If 
you don’t want anything, please 
move along and give the next 
fellow a chance. I thank you. 
Hurry back.” 

There are other equally good 
commentaries on the contem- 
porary scene. 

“Say, Is This the U. S. A.?” 
is dedicated to the author's fa- 
ther, the Rev. Ira S. Caldwell, 
of this state. He will, no doubt, 
enjoy and approve of this 
book—more so, perhaps, than 
some of the others his boy has 


written. 
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“This book tells you how you 
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may share the joy of New Or- 
leans dining,” writes Gwen 
Bristow in her introduction to 
Lena Richards’ “New Orleans 
Cook Book” (Houghton, Mif- 
flin—$2). 

“As nearly as any art can be 
conveyed in words, this book 
explains New Orleans food. 
Lena Richard is a great cook, 
by which we mean that she is a 
great creator of joy. Oh, yes, 
we know anybody can be 
healthfully nourished on bread, 
eggs and lettuce. Crayfish bisque 
and shrimp remoulade are un- 
necessary to long life. So are 
the columns of Athens and the 
paintings of Florence and the 
rhythms of Edgar Allan Poe. 
The light of the sunset on Lake 
Ponchartrain, the fog blowing 
liks yards of muslin down the 
river, the soft lavender tinge of 
early morning on the Cabildo— 
these are all a part of the same 
spirit that cherishes crayfish 
bisque. It doesn’t last long, but 
then neither do we.”

absolute horror of heights. Her son 

was amused at her inability to look 
into the Grand Canyon, and at her stubborn 
refusal to travel by air. Not long ago, this 
lad was taken into our army and, from a 
remote training camp, sent his mother an 
honest confession that he was “afraid of 
being afraid.”’ ‘I don’t know whether I’m a 
brave man or a coward,” he wrote, “‘and the 
doubt worries me all the time.” 

On receipt of the letter, his mother climbed 
into a plane and flew to her son. “I thought 
you were afraid to fly,’ the boy said. 

“IT am,” the mother replied, “‘but I flew 
to show you that fear can be conquered, 
if the reason is good enough. A brave man 
is not a man who isn’t afraid, but one whose 
will is stronger than his fear.”’ 

Hers was a wise and courageous example, 
and a wise and courageous speech. Most of 
us, I think, are afraid of being afraid, and 
generally without cause. Someone advised: 
“Don’t fret about being crazy, because if you 
were crazy you wouldn’t fret about it.”’ I sus- 
pect it’s much the same with cowardice — 
the genuine coward is fearful of everything 
but fear. A famous Indian fighter, who also 
had served with Roosevelt’s Rough Riders, 
told me that he had never gone into action 
without shaking in his boots. Afterward, he 
often was astonished at his own deeds. 

“Once,” he told me, “half a dozen of us 
barricaded ourselves in a log cabin on a hill 
to hold off a greatly superior force of savages. 
We were without water, and I hurried to a 
neighboring brook with a five-gallon can. 
As I filled it, shots began pattering around me. 
That five gallons of water was the heaviest 
load I ever carried. Every step of the way 
I was tempted to drop it and run. When the 
Indians had been driven off, we rushed for a 
drink, and found the tin empty. The first 
shots had punctured it in several places, the 
precious liquid had escaped within a few feet 
of the brook, and the unbearable weight with 
which I had struggled uphill had been only 
a little metal. Boy, was I scared to death!” 


D WOMAN Of my acquaintance has an 


A.wosr any intelligent man would have 
been equally frightened under the circum- 
stances, but only a brave man—a man 
whose character and sense of responsibility 
were stronger than his natural instincts — 
would have finished the job. Any number of 
people “‘scared to death’’ have died for their 
faith, or for freedom, or humanity, and they 
were true heroes; others who never knew fear 
have walked jauntily into the prize ring, 
or the bull ring, but failed of the everyday 
courage involved in everyday tasks. 

My own idea of superlative heroism is that 
of a farmer who lived near an uncle of mine 
in Michigan. Regularly, he went smiling to 
plow or plant or reap or feed the stock, and 
so feed and clothe a considerable family. 
When this man died, it was disclosed that, 
for years, he had suffered from an incurable 
and excruciatingly painful malady. “How he 
walked behind that plow, day after day, is 
more than I can understand,” the doctor 
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said — but now 7 understand. It wasn’t that 
the farmer didn’t feel pain. In that case, 
there would have been no need of courage. 
It wasn’t that he didn’t hate and dread pain, 
or that he wouldn’t have done most things to 
avoid it. Only one thing he dreaded more than 
pain, one thing he wouldn’t do to avoid pain, 
and that was what seemed to him more im- 
portant than fear or pain — lying down on 
his job. 


Cmerty, we fear that to which we are not 
accustomed. Gold and precious stones could 
not persuade me to stand on a lofty girder, 
but steelworkers do it every day. Gold and 
precious stones probably couldn’t persuade 
them to face an audience of a thousand people, 
but J do that almost every day. There is no 
courage involved in their working at dizzy 
heights, or in my facing audiences. But it 
would take much courage for either of us to 
do the other thing. Both of us might be scared 
to death, but I like to believe that the riveter 
would face any audience to plead for what he 
thought right, and that I would climb out on 
that girder to save a fellow creature. Both of 
us would be “scared to death”’ because we 
were doing an unaccustomed thing. When I 
asked Edgar Beecher Bronson, the big-game 
hunter, how he could stand with only a 
camera in hand while lions approached, he 
answered, “‘What’s the fastest you ever drove 
a car?” 

“Oh, ninety or a hundred miles an hour, I 
suppose.”’ 

Bronson grinned. 

“Nothing on earth could induce me to do 
that,”” he said. ‘““Which means that you’re 
used to motor cars, and I’m used to lions.” 

I know men who, in the last World War, 
dozed peacefully beneath big guns in action. 
They weren't heroic at the moment; they 
were tired, and, after months of it, accus- 
tomed to guns in action. I know a pugilist 
who went on fighting after he’d broken his 
wrist, but he had felt no pain — was not 
even aware of the injury. George Bernard 
Shaw said, “The courage to rage and kill is 
cheap. I have an English bull terrier who is 
full of that brand of courage, but he lets my 
groom thrash him all the same.” Real courage, 
in battle or out of it, is the brand that doesn’t 
let the groom thrash you —or Life — or 
what you believe to be unworthy or evil. 
Real courage is the subordination of every- 
thing else to a faith that seems of greater 
urgence than anything else — fear or favor 
or comfort or security or even survival. 

The valor we praise in song and story is 
largely the bunk. It isn’t the six-footer with 
the broad shoulders and the mighty punch 
who is always first “over the top.” A lot of 
Victoria Crosses and Congressional and Car- 
negie medals have gone to nervous little chaps 
who just “‘got by”’ the doctor. Many a lad in 
military training today, hating it and wonder- 
ing what he'll do if the test comes, is going 
to surprise himself and his comrades. 

Because there’s no cowardice in being 
afraid; courage consists in what one does 
when the test comes—and why. «

ists, swarms of them, assembling quick- 

ly as they picked themselves up from 
the ground. The officer beside me, observing, 
grunted approvingly as the last man, flut- 
tered safely to earth. The maneuver had gone 
off without a hitch, and he was obviously re- 
lieved. He turned to me with a grin. “The 
Marines have landed,’’ he said, ‘‘and have 
the situation well in hand.”’ 

It was the first time I had ever heard those 
old, familiar words in connection with para- 
chute troops. But the United States Marines 
today are no longer just seagoing foot 
soldiers, but fighting men of the modern, 
mechanized school. These parachutists were 
in training — the latest of many batches 
which have been learning this new fighting 
trick for nearly a year now. And that’s not 
the half of it. 

Let’s imagine, for a moment, that these 
parachutists are not merely making a prac- 
tice jump on a training field, but are landing 
in enemy territory —an enemy installed, 
say, on an island threatening our coast. What 
else happens? 

Well, other things have already happened. 
Planes have scouted the territory, spotting 
the enemy's positions. The whole terrain has 
been charted, and every characteristic of it 
studied. These parachutists have been dropped

in the interior, where they can disrupt enemy 


communications and supply lines. And out at 


sea, the fleet is moving in — with the stream- 
lined units of the Fleet Marine Force in 
transports. 

The fleet lays down a barrage on the enemy 
front-line positions. Naval and Marine planes 
fly to tHe attack. And then, at the propitious 
moment — perhaps under cover of fog, or 
early-morning darkness, or a smoke screen —- 
the Marines shove off for land. 


. They Come in Invasion Waves 


HOVE OFF’ is the old nautical expression, 
but it hardly fits today. For what really hap- 
pens is that huge, amphibious tanks are 
hoisted overboard for the first invasion wave. 
“Alligators,” the. Marines called them down 
at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, when they were 
getting their first tests. But-they are big alli- 
gators. On land they can knock trees over. 
And they move in through the water at ten 
miles an hour, then clamber onto the beach 
and pick up to twenty-five miles an hour. 
Fearsome machines, these seagoing tanks of 
our Marines. 

Behind them come more waves of attacking 
Marines, in armored invasion launches 
strange-looking craft that carry land tanks 
and armored cars, machine guns, mortars and 
light artillery. Powered by their own engines,

these barges of war crowd in. Their snub- 
nosed bows let down to make ramps, and the 
tanks and cars and guns roll off, ready to 
move in, shooting. 

And so the battle is on. And that is not 
just imagination. It is the way, with variations 
in details, the Marines have “invaded’”’ many 
an “‘enemy’ territory in the maneuvers by 
which they have been learning to make real- 
istic use of their new mechanized equipment. 

They haven't done much talking about it. 
That new amphibious tank, for instance, has 
had almost the status of a secret weapon; 
and how many of them the Marines now have 
was still a well-guarded secret when I last 
inquifed. That they have other new plans and 
devices, still undisclosed, is almost certain. 
But this much is absolutely certain: The 
Marines are all set to maintain their old tra- 
ditions in many new ways. 

It has taken some doing. The Marines are 
our one amphibious service. Nothing is any 
good to them which they can’t take aboard 
ship with them. And tanks and barges won’t 
fold up in an out-of-the-way hatch. Many a 
Naval officer — the Marines, of course, being 
an adjunct of the Navy — has looked upon 
the mechanizing program as a plot to clutter 
up the Navy's ships with a lot of heavy, un- 
gainly equipment. They had to be convinced. 

But Major General Thomas Holcomb, 


commandant of the Marine Corps, knows 
from long experience what the job of the 
Marine Corps is. He has been in the Marine 
Corps since 1900, has served in the Philip- 
pines, in China, in France, and he knows that 
if trouble comes it will almost certainly be 
the Marines, as always, who will be first on 
the spot. And he has studied modern warfare 
in all its phases; he means to get them there 
by whatever means will best serve the pur- © 
pose, and to have them equipped and trained 
to do the job. 

He is no hard-boiled, fire-eating leather- 
neck, this head man of today’s Marines. 
Sitting with him in his office in Washington, 
with its trophies and plaques and banners 
won by the Marines through the years, you 
get the impression of a genial, kindly-eyed, 
pipe-smoking man, slightly rotund, informal 
and friendly. But you also sense a quick, 
understanding mind. It is his nature to be 
pleasant and tactful, but that does not mean 
that he is easily swayed from his course. 
And so when his colleagues of the Navy were 
reluctant, he created no rumpus, stirred up 
none of the bitter arguments which make 
men loathe to back down—but kept on press- 
ing for the sort of equipment which would 
make the Marines a modern fighting unit. 


The Navy Is Proud 


E'VE lived with the Navy so long,”’ he 
told me, the other day, “that we understand 
each other, we know how to get along to- 
gether.” 

Certainly he knew how to get along. For 
today the Navy’s transports have their spe- 
cial accommodations for the war machines 
which will set the Marines ashore ready for 
anything. And the whole Navy is as proud of 
them as are the Marines themselves. 

“But with all the mechanization,” the 
General warned me, “‘don’t overlook the man 
with the rifle. He is still the backbene of the 
outfit. After the tanks take a position, he 
has to hold it.” 

The General himself would not be likely 
to overlook the rnifleman. He was a chief 
factor in making the Marines the crack rifle- 
men of the country. Back in 1901, as a young 
second lieutenant, he led the first Marine 
team that ever shot in a national rifle-shoot- 
ing match. Up to that time, little attention 
had been paid to marksmanship in any of our 
military services. The general idea had been 
that there wasn’t time in war for a man to 
do any fancy shooting: all you had to do was 
to give him a rifle and let him keep it firing. 
A few officers had begun to question that 
theory, and the young second lieutenant was 
heartily with them. Whatever other advan- 
tage a trained marksman might have, he 
reasoned out, he would at least have more 
confidence in his weapon — and that would 
give him more confidence in himself and make 
him a better soldier. (That still holds today, 
he thinks, and rifle marksmanship is still a 
major part of a Marine’s training, even if he 
may later be detailed to handle machine 
guns, mortars or tanks.) From that start in 
1901, the Marines went on to become the 
outstanding riflemen of the country. Holcomb

superiority of the Marines in rifle- 


™~ shooting through the years since his 


second lieutenancy. 

When he was sent to China in 1905, 
as a first lieutenant on duty with the 
Legation Guard at Peking, it gave him 
a chance to use his marksmanship in 
another way — on hunting trips into 
the interior. It also gave him a chance 
to be in on the beginning of another 
of today’s Marine Corps accomplish- 
ments. 


We hear a great deal today about 
the way the more militaristic na- 
tions have been preparing for all 
contingencies, mght down to the 
smallest details. Does it surprise you 
that one of the things the Marine 
Corps has been doing for years, to be 
prepared for situations that mughi 
arise, is to detail young officers to 


learn the difficult Chinese and Japa- 
nese languages? It is a fact, and the 
first one assigned to study Chinese 
was Thomas Holcomb, then (in 1910) 
a captain. He mastered a vocabulary 
of ~4,500 words, approximately five 
times that of the average Chinese 
coolie and not much smaller than that 
of a well-educated Chinese. 


Engineered an Escape 


Whuen the First World War came, 
he was a major and aide to the com- 
mandant in Washington. Then, as 
now, the commandant’s office was a 
busy place. But down at Quantico, 
Virginia, the first regiments of Marines 
were getting ready to sail for France. 
The legend is that the commandant 
never quite knew how it happened 
that one day Major Holcomb was his 


aide, and the next day somebody else 
was — and Holcomb was in command 
of a battalion about to leave for 
France. But Holcomb knew. He had 
engineered it. And so when the fa- 
mous Sixth Regiment moved up to 
the Western Front, Holcomb was 
with it, first as a battalion comman- 
der, later as second in command of 
the regiment. He fought at Chateau- 
Thierry, Soissons, Marbache, St. 
Mihiel, Champagne, the Argonne 
Forest. 

Those were telling days in the war, 
for American Marines were disabus- 
ing the Germans of the haughty idea 
that the Americans would be no match 
for them. The German Intelligence 
was changing its rating of our Marines 


from a low one to its highest rating: - 


“Shock units.”” And when it was all 
over, Holcomb himself came home 
with enough decorations to satisfy a 
Goering: the French Cross of the 
Legion of Honor, three Croix de 
Guerre with Palm, the Navy Cross, 
the Silver Star with three Oak Leaf 
Clusters, the Purple Heart, a Meri- 


torious Service Citation by the Com- 
mander in Chief of the A.E.F,, and 
three Citations in General Orders. 

It was in December, 1936, that 
Holcomb was appointed Major Gen- 
eral Commandant. He had only been 
a brigadier general a little more than 
a year, and several others were senior 
to him. There had been times in 
Marine Corps history when that sort 
of thing had caused bitter explosions 
and dramatic retirements. There were 
none when General Holcomb was 
chosen. Even those who would have 
liked the honor for themselves ap- 
plauded. As one of his fellow generals 
put it/to me recently: ““Tommy Hol- 
comb is a grand person, a fine officer 
— and all Marine.”’ 


Growing Fast 


When he took command, there were 
about 17,000 enlisted men under his 
command. Today there are nearly 
50,000, and the President has been 
authorized to increase the strength 
to 60,000 if the emergency requires 
— the peak strength in World War I 
was 75,000. Every week the ranks are 
increasing, with enlistments both in 
the regular service and in the reserve 
— all going at once to active duty. 
A new base, the biggest ever to be 
built for the Marines, is under construc- 
tion in North Carolina. It was picked 
partly because of its miles of beaches 
for battle practice — beaches with a 
rolling surf where landing is not easy, 
even with amphibious tanks and snub- 
nosed boats. It means duckings and 
the ensuing discomfort of drenched 
clothes, weary muscles and lame bod- 
ies. 
But says General Holcomb: “The 
Marine Corps has never been an easy 
service for soft men. It may be that 
we today face more trying times than 
Marines have ever faced. Fashions in 
warfare change like everything human 
changes. But the principles of warfare 
never change, and the old soldierly 
virtues are the same that they have 
always been: courage, and discipline, 
and loyalty.”’ 

The same old Devil-dogs — with 
new tricks.

So control the 
waistline, which gives you your fig- 
ure, she says, and indulge hips in 
their wayward curves, which you can 
conceal with a flaring skirt.

look through the middle, wear a high- 
topped girdle. Then, keep an eye on 
that top to see that it continues to 
hug your body. Most corsets cling 
like a second skin for the first few 
times they are worn, and after that, 
they have a habit of giving way to 
the strain. So, if you want to keep 
stretchy fabric and supporting bones 
at work on the job, here are some 
things to do: Take up surplus flare 
with seamings as fast as fullness ap- 
pears — or have your corsetiere do 
that for you. Have your slide-fastener 
taken out from time to time and sewed 
back in again for snugger fit. If up- 
and-down bonings, which hold a 
girdle up from the waist to the dia- 
phragm, develop curves of their own, 
rip or slide them out, and sew in new 
ones on the diagonal. This improvised 
slanting line keeps a high girdle up 
without warping these braces as you 
bend or sit. 


Some Unusual Tricks 


As FOR the camouflage of dress, you 
know all of the obvious tricks, such as 
stressing the up-and-down lines, thus 
avoiding the horizontals that widen 
your figure; avoiding any attention- 
getting accents at the waist; and in- 
troducing fullness above and below 
the waist to make its dimensions look 
smaller. But to give you some little, 
out-of-the-ordinary tricks that you 
may not know, I turned to a designer, 
noted for her adroitness in idealizing 
figures with fabrics. She is Madame 
Valentina, who dresses such famous 
stars as Gladys Swarthout, Rosalind 
Russell, Ina Claire, Norma Shearer, 
Lily Pons, Lynn Fontanne and others 
equally well known to you. 

If you want to minimize your waist 
the least obvious way, says our de- 
signer, hang your clothes from your 
shoulders, have plenty of freedom at 
the armholes and keep a good margin 
for movement through the waist. 
Any tight fit at the waist defeats your 
aims to make it look smaller. 

Omitting a belt is a helpful plan, 
but most daytime dresses call for a 
belt. So here are ways to have your 
belt and your waistline, too. Look for

Avoid bulk at the waist with under- 
beltings, doubling bands or side- 
fastening zippers. A zipper at the back 
or at the front will give you a much 
slimmer look than a fastener at the 
side. Don’t give in entirely to sloping 
shoulders. Look for a discreet bit of 
padding to widen your figure at the 
top, thus making your waist look 
smaller by comparison. 


An Easy-to-Take Routine 


Tuat's that for deception. Now for 
a little honest work to unsheathe a 
once-slim waist from any superfluous 
paddings of flesh. That calls for exer- 
cise, but there is an easy-to-take rou- 
tine, prescribed by a leading physical 
education expert. He is Harold J. 
Reilly, who gives you exercise the 
passive way with practically no 
fatigue-effects. What’s more, these 
exercises build a tight muscular girdle 
that stays with you long after you 
reach your desired notch on the tape. 

For the first two, you lie flat on 
your back on the floor or on a mat. 

For the first, hold your arms out- 
stretched and raised about as high 
as your head. Now straighten your 
legs, and hold them up at a 45 degree 
angle to your body. To the slow count 
of ten, gradually lower your legs to 
the floor. But with each count, relax 
and contract the muscles of the ab- 
domen. 

For the second exercise, lie in the 
same position as for the first, straight- 
en out your legs, and raise them the 
same distance from the floor, as de- 
scribed above. But swing them first 
to the right side of your body and 
lower them to the floor to the slow 
count of five. Then swing your legs, 
raised at the same 45-degree angle, 
to the left of your body, and lower 
them to the slow count of five. 

For the third exercise, turn over 
on your tummy, and stretch out your 
arms. But keep them on the floor or 
mat for support. Straighten your legs, 
and raise them as high as you can be- 
hind you without bending at the 
knees. To the count of ten, lower your 
legs as in the other exercises, relaxing 
and contracting muscles with each 
single count.

ENRY ALDRICH, the _ typical 
H American boy whose enter- 

prises, escapades and havoc- 
creating good intentions have enter- 
tained millions of radio listeners every 
week, goes in real life by the name of 
Ezra Stone. He is twenty-two years 
old, not very tall, has a live, brown- 
eyed, handsome ‘face, a friendly, nat- 
ural manner and an astonishing list of 
achievements. 

When I saw him last, just before 
Uncle Sam called him into the army, 
he was hatless, wore his shirt open at 
the neck, and toted his hobby movie- 
camera, slung halterwise across his 
chest. For all his brilliant accomplish- 
ments, there was something genuinely 
“‘Henryish”” about him — not least, 
his love.of eating. 

Long before the public had identi- 
fied him forever and ever with Henry, 
Ezra Stone had proved himself a 
first-rate actor. He began acting at 
ten, when he got himself a place in a 
Philadelphia radio show. At twelve he 
went on tour with the National 
Junior Theater playing in those boy- 
ish pieces “Treasure Island’’ and 
“‘Tom Sawyer.’’ School was distinctly 
and wholly an interruption to Ezra’s 
preferred pursuits. 


First Broadwoy Part 


Ten Ezra went to the American 
Academy of Dramatic Art. There his 
great ability and his likable person- 
ality made friends and boosters of 
his erstwhile enemies, the teachers. 
One of them, Phillip Loeb, got him a 
part on Broadway in the Theater 
Guild’s revue, “‘Parade.’’ Next he was 
cast for the bad-boy part of the mad- 
dening but utterly well-meaning Mis- 
tol in “Brother Rat.’’ 

Meanwhile Ezra had become a 
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Mis Voselte Guevara Daly, ser. 


tante of New York City, chosen by Cholly Knickerbocker, 
society reporter, for her exotic beauty. Says Josette: “Before 
social frolics I take a Woodbury Facial Cocktail.

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friend and protegé of the highly suc- 
cessful producer George Abbott. And 
Abbott had bought Clifford Gold- 
smith’s stage play, ““What a Life,”’ 
where Henry Aldrich had his origin. 

‘“‘Mr. Abbott always has a script 
read to him as soon as he buys it,” 
Ezra says. ‘““The members of any cast 
he happens to have at hand read the 
various parts and the rest of the com- 
pany or companies sit out front and 
act as the audience. In the case of 
‘What a Life,’ Mr. Abbott already 
had somebody in mind for Henry 
Aldrich’s part, but he was out with 
the road company of ‘Brother Rat.’ 
So he told me to read Henry’s part. 
I went to my teacher and we stayed 
up all night studying the character 
and rehearsing the reading. The next 
day I read the part. Mr. Abbott 
thanked me, but said he was sorry, 
he’d like me to have the part, but I 
wasn’t the right type. Meanwhile, we 
went on auditioning to fill the other 
parts, and with every person tried out 
I managed to read Henry Aldrich’s 
lines, and my interpretation got into 
Mr. Abbott’s head and he couldn’t 
get it out. The other chap Mr. Abbott 
had in mind came in from the road; 
but when he read the part, Mr. Abbott 
wasn’t quite satisfied. Neither was 
the author. We couldn’t find anyone 


’ else to suit them; so I-got the part in 


the stage play and after that, of 
course, in the radio continuity.”’ 

But the part of Henry Aldrich has 
finished Ezra Stone as an actor — or 
so he feels. ““Nobody would ever ac- 
cept me as anything else now,’’ he 
says. ‘‘Why, nice old ladies from all 
over the country write me letters all 
the time, urging me to try to be a 
better boy and, above all, to be kind 
to my mother.’’ 

What Ezra is most interested in, 
however, is directing and, perhaps, 
some day producing plays. ““That is 
the fullest expression of dramatic art, 
for then you are-responsible for the 
whole show and everyone in it, but as 
an actor you are only responsible for 
the shaping of one performance — 
your own,’’ Ezra says. 

His interest in this other aspect 
of dramatic work is one reason why 
Ezra today is teaching at the Ameri- 
can Academy. “It keeps me from get- 
ting rusty,”” he explains, “‘and George 
Abbott lets me work right along with 
him. 

“That’s the sort of thing I like,”’ 
he adds, “but you asked me about 
food. And food is an important fac- 
tor in my life. You can tell that by 
looking at me, of course. But I can’t 
get the kind of things I like when I 
eat at home with my mother in 
Brooklyn. Mother supplies me with 
lettuce and tomatoes and cottage 
cheese — the things she thinks would 
be good for my weight. But I like 
Chinese egg rolls, and sbarbecued 
spareribs, the way you can get them 
at Benny Goodman’s brother’s res- 
taurant here in New York, or on the 
West Coast, or at a place in Birming- 
ham, Alabama. I like Southern food, 
too, and I have an actor friend who 
has what we call a “kitchen club.”’ 
We go up there to his kitchen and he

cooks us southern fried chicken, and 
yams and greens to go with it and 
for dessert he gives us apple cobbler 
or sweet-potato pie. Ever tasted 
sweet-potato pie? There isn’t any- 
thing better, but most people outsidg 
the South don’t seem to make it.’’ 

“But that menu you mentioned,’’ 
we expostulate, “it’s not exactly a 
well-balanced meal.”’ 

A “Henry”’ look comes into his face. 
“Oh,”’ he says disgustedly, ‘“‘maybe 
not, but it’s good and I'll bet your 
readers would like ft —the boys 
would, anyhow.”’ 

We agree. They would — and so 
would the men and so would the wom- 
en. Here, therefore, are Ezra Stone’s, 
alias Henry Aldrich’s, favorite dishes. 


Barbecued Spareribs 

3 pounds spareribs 

le cup water 

84 cup vinegar 

4 cup butter 

le cup chili sauce 

3 tablespoons horseradish 

3 tablespoons Worcestershire sauce 

6 teaspoon salt 

Dash of cayenne 

Wipe spareribs and crack bones 
across middle; lay on broiler rack and 
place under low flame or heating unit 
in preheated broiler. Broil very slowly 
about % hour or until brown and 
crisp, basting occasionally with sauce 
made by heating together remaining 
ingredients. Use sauce left from bast- 
ing for gravy. Approximate yield: 6A 
portions.

Sweet Potato Pie 


2 cups mashed sweet potatoes 

5 tablespoons melted butter 

4 cup brown sugar, firmly packed 

4 eggs, separated 

l4 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

Dash of mace 

1, cup chopped walnuts 

2 cups milk 

1 unbaked pie shell 

Combine sweet potatoes, butter and 
brown sugar. Beat egg yolks; add with 
salt, cinnamon and mace; mix thor- 
oughly. Add walnuts and milk. Beat 
egg whites stiff; fold in. Pour into pie 
shell. Bake in a hot oven (425° F.) 
15 minutes. Reduce heat to moder- 
ately hot (375° F.) and bake 25 min- 
utes longer, or until firm. Cool. Top 
with whipped cream if desired. Yield: 
one 9-inch pie. 


Chinese Egg Rolls 


1% cups ground roast pork 

1 medium onion, minced 

4 teaspoons soy sauce 

1 tablespoon salad oil 

7 eggs, beaten 

4% cup water 

1% teaspoons sugar 

Combine pork, onion and 1 tea- 
spoon soy sauce; mix well. Heat salad 
oil in frying pan. Pour in a large 
spoonful of beaten eggs, as for pan- 
cakes. When set, place about 2 table- 
spoons of the meat mixture on one- 
half of the egg “pancake’’ and fold 
over, like an omelet. Remove from 
pan. Repeat until eggs and meat are 
used. Combine water, sugar and re- 
maining soy sauce; pour over rolls. 
Cover tightly and simmer 10 minutes. 
Approximate yield: 12 rolls.
